Doubtless several times this Hum 
could be saved vory easily by tho gen 
era I public on local nnd long-distance 
calls. 
Wo aro lavishly extravagant In 


I In- use of the telephone. 
I know of 


business houses Hint talk several times 
a day between Now York and Chicago, 
Incurring tolls on each occasion that 
run from five to forty dollars or more, 
If (hero Is ono thing that tho Ameri- 
cans haven't learned II, Is economy of 
talk—whleh in these days of war need 
might, well mean millions of dollars In 
Liberty Bonds. 
The telephone wires 


nre heavily overtaxed, anyhow. 


Then there Is tho telegraph. 
We 


have this habit, too. 
With a 
little 


planning we could commonly use a 
Ihree-eenl stamp Instead of a ten-word 
message. 
One large wholesale house 


requires all Its traveling mon to re- 
port dally by telegram, an expendi- 
ture that might be eliminated.

ments aro so big that they fioem In- 
credible, 


Tho night, letter Is, In a measure, a

on his frequent and

from home, gets n night loiter from his 
wife every morning nnd sends one each 
night.

Freddy 
foil 
downstairs and 


skinned his knee, .Toannotto had her 
hair washed. 


I happen to bo acquainted nlso with 


with a young man who revels In night 
letters to his fiancee. They nro roal let- 
ters, too, beginning like this: "Dnrl- 
ing Sue—I lovo you moro than evur. 
I couldn't sloop last night thinking of 
you.

A certain business man, tho head of

They take tnxlcabs to 
go n fow blocks. In a group of twenty 
leading cities there arc about four hun- 
dred thousand of those vehicles, and If 
each of them absorbed ton dollars ev- 
ery clay In unnecessary fares tho ag- 
gregate would [ft* over fourteen million 
dollars n year. 
What would he tho 


total for tho whole United Stales? It 
Is a luxury to Jump Into n cab when- 
ever ones wants to move about, but 
these nro stern times and we need to 
ho more Iron-mlndod. 
Tho hoys In 


France do not rldo In cabs, nnd the 
money wo wnsto on this form of luxury 
might better go Into gas masks for 
tbpm. 


Wo American men saturate ourselves 


with many kinds of soft Indulgences— 
as In tho hnrbor shops. Those places 
In tho high class hotels, ns well as the 
bettor shops outside, tnko from us Im- 
mense sums—for what? 
Hero Is a 


typical list; Shave, 2"jc; hnlrcut, DOe; 
shampoo, 35c; hay rum, Ifjc; face mas- 
sago, RHc; manicure, 50c; shlno, lOc; 
tips. 20c; total $2.40. 
It Is not un- 


common for mon to go through vho 
whole list, and to pny additional money 
for hnlr tonics and other fancy frills. 


When we analyse this list wo find 


that tho only Item really necessary Is 
the hnlrcut — and perhaps the shlno. 
Men cnn shave themselves at a cost of 
two or three cents, nnd save perhaps 
half an hour In time. Our soldier boys 
cannot Indulge. In those effeminacies. 
Many of thorn, In those good old days 
of ponce, wore In tho class that patron- 
ized these shops, but today they are 
mndn of more Draconian stuff. 
Why 


should \vo ourselves Indulge In those 
costly habits when tho nation cnlls for 
cannon to back our troops abroad? 


If n million men spond nn average of 


50 cents a day unnecessarily in fmrber 
shops we have n total of 
under tho actual figures, taking Into 
consideration all classes of people. In 
the loss exclusive barber shops one 
flnds~a continual stream of mon. of tho 
moderate salary class, who Indulge in 
the Items I have enumerated. 
We 


might guoss the total ought to be at 
lonst half a bIJJIon dollars. 


To havo our shoos shlned we spend 


at least $100,000,000 a year nnd a mil- 
lion more thnn tho market price for 
shoe luces 'because we wish to nvold 
the trouble of putting them In our- 
selves. Some of this expense undoubt- 
edly Is necessary, but while tho war 
lasts wo nood not bo ashamed of nny 
form of Spnrtnn economy. We can be 
tight handed and rigorous with our 
nickels and dimes without being open 
to the charge of stinginess—provided 
wo use tho money for government 
needs. 
W« can shine our own shoes 


for n tenth of this hundred million dol- 
lars. There nro in Now York n number 
of men who have grown very wealthy 
from tho slioo-shlning business. Among 
t.hom nro somo Inrgo tenement owners 
-—one reputed to be worth millions. 
Thoro arc moro than fifty thousand 
bootblack places In tho United States, 
some of thorn employing a do/.on or 
moro mon. 
Tho majority of those 


bootblacks nre within the fighting ago, 
nt lenst they ought to bo doing somo 
sort of wnr service, Instead of. shining 
shoes—while American blood runs so 
freely on the othor aide. 


Women Big Wasters. ' 


But whon It comes to this kind of 


solC-pnmper!ng women spend fnr more 
money than mon. Figures secured from 
ono Inrgo department store give some 
Interesting sidelights on possible^'eco- 
nomies, Its sales of toilet goods last 
ycnr ran about L.'i per cent of Its total 
snlos. Thus for ovory million dollars 
In snlos 
Its customers buy $13,000 


worth of toilet articles. 
Apply this 


rnte to all tho stores in the United 
States nnd you havo a total of unnum- 
bered millions. The* term tcllot goods 
Is vory clastic, Including both neces- 
sary nnd unnecessary articles, but tho 
conscientious

saver no doubt 


would class one-third of. those items as 
partly dispensable, such ns perfumery, 
certain .soaps, powders, rouge, toilet 
waters, so-ciiHod beauty' compounds, 
and tho Ilko. 


America's women are highly scont- 


od. 
Wo live In an atmosphere redol- 


ent with ambrosia. From almost ovory 
woman one passes on the "parade" 
streets of the cities there comos an 
aura of rosos, or perhaps violets, Our 
girls demand scouts, In Infinite variety, 
not only In perfumery Itsolf, but in 
hundreds of products. Merely,to grati- 
fy our sense of olfactory luxury wo 
spond tons of millions of dollars an- 
nually. 
Yot In France tho husbands, 


brothers nnd sweethearts of our wom- 
en and girls nro sweating and fighting 
In noisome .places amid tho stench of 
dlsoaso nnd death. Ttio odors they got 
are of gunpowder and blood. 
Surely 


wo cnn spnro somo of our perfumery 
money In (ho cnuse for which we sent 
them abroad. 


If It wore possible to estimate Ihe 


money spent by women In Now York 
nlone for hall-dressing and beauty cul- 
ture It would undoubtedly run into the 
tons of millions.

The lesson ought to sink home to all 


women In America, who 1^ greater or 
lessor degree, lot their good money go 
for such futile vanities, 


It Is estimated that a million men

Washington, Aug. 19.—The recom- 


mendation of Secretary McAdoo that 
heavier taxes be imposed upon un- 
earned incqmcs than upon salaries or 
wages in return for labor was adopted 
on Monday by the ways and means, 
committee. 


The normal tax.on earned Incomes 


of over $4,000 was ftted at 10 per cent, 
an increase of G per cent over the pres- 
ent law, and the unearned income nor- 
mal tax was established nt 13 per cent. 
Below $4.000 the normal rate is put ut 
5 per cent. 


There was great opposition to what 


should be considered an unearned in- 
come,-but finally" this definition. _wns 
agreed upon: 


"That portion of net income derived 


from dividends on preferred stocks, 
from interest, rentals, royalties and 
annuities." 


The .committee changed the section 


previously adopted providing for the 
payment of income taxes bv individu- 
als and corporations in installments. 


While the committee has not en- 


tirely completed the section dealing 
?vlch Incomes, Mr. Kitchin said that 
the exemptions will remain unchanged, 
at Sl.OOO and $2,000 for single and mar- 
Heel persons respectively, with $200 ad- 
ditional for each child under eighteen 
years.

years, the energies of the farmers 
and ranchmen will bo directed to tho 
conservation of this 
inportant 
re- 


source.

expenditure that could be ellmlnrntpd 
almost wholly until the war Is over. 
Besides this amount put Into Liberty 
bonds might mean something worth 
while to (he people themselves. 


Then there Is another class of sou- 


venirs that masquerade as merchan- 
dise and absorb an astonishing amount 
of money. 
Travelers and tourists es- 


pecially wasto their cash upon these 
things, nnd Immense quantities are 
sold to the people everywhere. 
The 


bulk of this stuff Is useless junk—nt 
lenat In war time, when conservation 
la the high need. Why spend our money 
these days for fancy baskets, 
card 


trays, wooden claptrap articles, knick- 
knacks, trinkets, popguns, stuff and 
whim whnms? The souvenir stores In 
Atlantic City, Ashury Park, Coney Is- 
land, Revere Beach near Hoston, Ven- 
ice near Los Angeles, nnd similar es- 
tablishments takp more than a hundred 
million dollars out of 
our pockets 


every summer. 
One small town con- 


cern In Atlantic City sells a hundred 
thousand dollars worth, on which the 
net profit Is over (Ifty thousand. There 
are factories that turn out this sort 
of product In vast quantities, nnd much

ton spenders for actual merchandise 
that Is Inferior or worthless. There Is 
.1 gnat class of people to whom cheap- 
ness or fliishlnchi nppeah rather than 
u t i l i t y and economy. A dealer In cheap 
goods told me that he netted VJ.'i.OOO fi 
vear from merchandise that was pine- 
tlcnlly worthless. He found It easy to 
appeal to the spending Instincts of his 
customers. 


Unnecessary Phone C»llo. 


Not inanv of us ever slop lo think 


of Hie Immense amount of money t h a t 
Is spent 
for unnecessary _ telephone 


calls.' Wherever you go thi'ielephono 
booths are occupied, and when you 
caldi fingmerits, of the conveisatlons 
von usually 
find 
them 
unimportant. 


Reginald calls up his best girl to tell 
tier he still loves her, Maude calls Al- 
gernon to thank him for the chocolates. 
No matter how trivial the occasion, 
our first Impulse Is to stop Into a tele- 
phone booth. 


If five million people would save one 


live-cent call a day It would mean a 
total of over ninety million dollars a 
venr.

In a group of twenty 
leading cities thine are about four hun- 
dred thousand nf these vehicles, ami If 
I'lich of them absoibed ten dollars ev- 
ery day In tmnecessarv fares the ag- 
gregate would I ft- over fourteen million 
dollars a year. 
What would he the 


total for the whole United States? It 
Is a luxury to Jump Into a cab when- 
ever ones w a n t s to move about, but 
these are ste>rn times and wo need to 
be more Iron-minded. 
The boys In 


France do not ride In cabs, and the 
monoy we waste on this form of luxury 
might better go Into gas masks for 
them. 


We American men saturate 


with many kinds of soft Indulgences— 
as In the barber shops, 
The>se places 


In the high class hotels, as well as the 
better shops outside, take from us Im- 
mense sums—for w h a t ? 
Here Is ti 


typical list; Shave, 2,"c; haircut, CO; 
shampoo, 8f>e; bay rum, IDc; face mas- 
sage, Wic; manicure1, COc; shine, lOc; 
tips, 20c; total &2.40. 
It Is not un- 


common for men to go through llio 
wlieile list, and to pay additional money 
for hair tonics and other fancy frills. 


When we atmly/.c this list we find 


that the only Item really necessary l.s 
the haircut — and perhaps the shine. 
Men can shave themselves nt a cost of 
two or three cents, and snve perhaps 
half nn hour In time. Our soldier boys 
cannot Indulge In these effeminacies. 
Many of them, In (hose good old clnys 
of peace, were In the class that patron- 
hod these shops, but today they are 
made of more Draconian stuff. 
Why 


should we ourselves Indulge In these 
costly habits when the nation calls for 
cannon to back our troops abroad? 


If n million men sponel an average of 


50 cents a dny unnecessarily In Harbor 
shops we have u total of SISL'.WO.OOO. 
umler the actual figures, talcing I n t o 
consideration all classes ot people. In 
Ihe loss exclusive barber .shops one 
llnds'a continual stream of men, of the 
moderate' salary class, who Indulge In 
tho Items 1 have enumerated. 
We 


might gite'ss the total ought to be at 
least half a blUlon dollars. 


To have our shoes shlncd we spend 


at least $100,000000 a year and a mil- 
lion more than the market price for 
shoe luCHS because we wish to avoid 
tho trouble of putting them In our- 
selves. Some of this expense undoubt- 
edly Is necessary, but while thn war 
lasts wo need not be ashamed of nny 
form of Spartan economy. We can bo 
light handed and rigorous with our 
nickels and ellmes without being opnri 
to the charge of stinginess—provided 
we use 
the money for government 


needs. 
\Vf 
can shine our own shoes 


for a lentli of t h i s hundred million dol- 
lars, Thorp are In New York it number 
of men who have grown very wealthy 
from the shoe-shining business. Among 
Ibem are some large tenement owners 
--one reputed to be worth millions. 
There are more than fifty thousand 
boolblack places In Ihe United States, 
some of thorn employing a dozen or 
more men. 
The majority of those 


bootblacks are within the llghllng age, 
ut least they ought to be doing some 
sort of war service, Instead of shining 
shoes—while American blood runs 80 
freely on the oilier side. 


Women Big Wasters. 


But vthen It comes to this kind of 


self-pamporlng women spend far more 
inuney limn men. Figures secured from 
one large department store give some 
Interesting sidelights on possible" eco- 
nomies. 
Its Hairs, tif toilet goods last 


year run about ],!! per cent of Its total 
sales. Thus for every million dollars 
In sales Its customers buy $1,'t,000 
north of toilet articles

bered millions. The term toilet goods 
Is very elastic, Inc.hiding both neces- 
sary and unnecessary attlcles, but the

purllv dispensable, sudi as perfumery, 
ce-rtaln soaps, powders, rouge, toilet 
waters, so-called beauty' compounds 
and Ihe like. 


America's women are highly scent- 


ed. 
Wei live In an atmosphere redol- 


ent with ambrosia 
From almost every 


woman one passes on the "parade" 
streets nf the cities there comes an 
aura of rose's, or perhaps violets. Our 
girls demand scents, In Infinite variety, 
not only In perfumery Itself, but In 
hundreds of products. Merely to grati- 
fy emr sense of olfactory luxury we 
spend tens of millions of dollars an- 
nually. 
Yet In France the husbands, 


brothers and sweethearts of our wom- 
en nnd girls are sweating and fighting 
In noisome .places amid the stench of 
disease- and death. The odors they get 
are of gunpowder and blond. 
Surely 


we can spare some of our perfumery 
money In the cause for which we sent 


I hem 
abroad. 


If It were possible tn estimate the 


money spent by women In New York 
nlone for halrdiesslng and beauty cul- 
ture It would undoubtedly run Into the 
lens of millions.

press on women of this class the dread- 
ful hardships nur American youlhs are

The lesson ought to sink Jiome to all 


women In America, who Ir, greater or 
lesser degree, let their gooel money BO 
for such futile vanities, 


It Is estimated that a million men 


and women throughout the country are 
giving to the Turkish baths an aver- 
age of a dollar u day.

It seoiriH incongruous ttiut in this 


rich anil wonderful land of ours It 
should he nerros.snry to conduct mighty 
selling and advertising ciimimigns In 
order to rnisn money to crush our ene- 
mies—cruel nnd dangerous enemies 
who lire boot on throttling the very lil>- 
•erty on which our country tins been 
built. 
If we really felt the impulse, 


we could raise six or eight billion dol- 
lars spontaneously and without the 
lilnre of salesmanship and publicity; 
nnd we would do it so easily that Ger- 
many and 
lier allies 
would stand 


neiia.it ut our overwhelming resources 
mid purpose. 


Tin; trouble.Is that even yet we do 


not nmlisse the tragedy that Is over 
us. 
Ttit. war !ms not sunk Into the 


America* consciousness. 
With u mil- 


lion or more of our boys In France, nnd 
the casualty lists corning home every 
flay, we vtlll lack the pulsating fervor 
of Intrepfd courage—(he courage thnt 
wells within one and stirs the soul. 


Fighting Impulse Needed. 


The one unr(uestlomible evidence of 


courage Is the willingness to sacrifice. 
A man who sees his child In deadly 
peril Is InHhintl.v ready to sacrifice 
everything, even his life. 
It takes no 


argument to "soil" to him the need of 
courage. 
He gets It from within. The 


lighting Impulse domlnntes his every 
Instinct. 
What we most need In 


America 
today 
Is fighting 
Impulse. 


Once wa get It the doom nf Germany, 
us a moflace to ourselves nnd to the 
world, will be sealed. 
If we had this 


vnlorou.x undaunted determination we 
could rinse, this coming year, not mere- 
ly six or eight billion, but as many bll- 


"ght need. 
Let 


u.i search our hearts, therefore, nnd 
discover why It Is that brass-bnnd 
methods are needed to suit us Liberty 
'bonds. 
It seems all the more incredi- 


ble that such should be the case when 
the money we are asked to contribute 
i.i merely money saved for ourselves. 


Indeed, we could put through this 


fourth Liberty loan without even feel- 
ing It directly. 
I am not talking here 


about xreat sacrifices. With merely trlv- 
Inl nnA passing Inhibition we can make 
this JDurth loan a glorious manifesta- 
tion r>( Americanism. 


Never wu.s there such a nation of 


spenders—we literally throw money to 
th» winds. 
Cash runs out of our pock- 


ets Into a hundred channels of extrav- 
agance. 
Tempted at every turn by 


something that appeals to our pleasure- 
saturuted Instincts, we hand out the 
•dimes, quarters and dollars. We work 
hard, most of us, and we play hard. 
Many of us play with an amazing 
nbfindon that scarcely reckons the cost. 
And we gratify ourselves not only nt 
piny*, hut we satisfy our luxury-loving 
tendencies nnd our vanity In ninny of 
the things thnt enter Into our dally 
lives. 


Let us consider here merely the mil- 


lions thnt go for trivial things thnt do 
not count ns permanent Investments 
cither for utility or luxury. 


Millions Spent for .Cards. 


For Instance, take our post card 


mnnln. 
This habit, which perhaps we 


would not criticize In times of peace, 
Is almost universal. 
A dealer esti- 


mates that r.0,000,000 people spend (in 
average of a dollar a year on the 
cheaper kinds of cards, and an addi- 
tional sum of ii hundred million dol- 
lars on postage. But on the fancy cards 
nnd more expensive sets, sold largely 
to toiJrlsts, the estimate Is ?2()0,000,000, 
In addition to the postage. Including the 
cards that are kept by the purchasers, 
It Is probable that the total Is half n 
billion dollars. 
Many men have made 


fortunes In this business. 
I know of 


one former valentine 
manufacturer 


who retired with a lot of money. 


It Is cortiiUily Inconsistent that this 


great sum 
should go for such n 


trivial purpose when the nation Is In- 
volved In this mighty war that calls 
for cash everlastingly. 
Here Is one 


expenditure that could be eM ml muted 
almost wholly until the war Is over. 
Besides this amount put Into Liberty 
bonds might mean something worth 
while to the people themselves. 


Then there Is another class of sou- 


venirs that masfiuerndc as merchan- 
dise and absorb an astonishing amount 
of money. 
Travelers nnd tourists es- 


pecially waste their cash upon these 
things, and Immense quantities nre 
sold to the people everywhere. 
The 


bulk of this stuff Is useless junk—nt 
least In war time, when conservation 
Is tha high need. Why spend our money 
these days for fancy baskets, card 
trnys, wooden claptrap articles, knick- 
knacks, trinkets, popguns, stuff nnd 
•whim wlmms? The souvenir stores in 
Atlantic City, Asbury Park, Coney Is- 
land, Revere Beach near Boston, Ven- 
ice near Los Angeles, nnd similar es- 
tablishments tnlce more than n hundred 
million dollars out of our pockets 
every summer. 
One small town con- 


cern in Atlantic City sells a hundred 


of It Is fraud stuff. 
Wooden articles 


nre reputod to be made from trees that 
grow on historic spots, but are really 
bogus.- Strings of beads are manufac- 
tured by the mile nnd sold to the pub- 
lic ns the work of Indians. 
The same 


Is true of moccasins, toy canoes an'' 
the like. 


At best the bulk of these goods Is 


rubbish, nnd our outgo for this pur- 
pose might well be cut off entirely dur- 
ing the war. To do this requires ab- 
solutely no sacrifice. 
The people en- 


gaged In this business will simply have 
to do what so-mnny.'of us have already 
done, adjust themselves to war. 


Aside from souvenirs, we are wan- 


ton spenders for actual merchandise 
(hat Is Inferior or worthless. There is 
a great class of people to whom cheap- 
ness or fiasliiness nppenls, rather than 
utility and economy. A denier in cheap 
goods told me that he netted S25.000 a 
year from merchandise that was prac- 
tically worthless. He found'it ensy to 


eal to the spending Instincts of his 


thousand dollnrs worth, on which the 
net pro tit is over fifty thousand. There 
aro factories that turn out this'sort 
of product In vast Quantities, nnd much

No Better Security on Earth. 


T.be credit of the United States was 


so high nnd unquestionable thnt In 
1000, two years after the Spanish war, 
2 per cent bonds were offered at par 
and oversubscribed. This Is n finan- 
cial perEormnnce no other nation has 
ever equaled. 
United States 4. per 


cent bonds In 1SSS sold ns high ns 130, 
and in 1901 brought 130% on the stock 
market. The United States hns-nev- 
er defaulted on any of Its bonds. Not 
one of its bondholders hns ever lost a 
cent of principal or Interest, except 


customers. 


Unnecessary Phone Calls. 


Not ninny of us ever stop to think 


of the immense amount of money that 
Is spent for unnecessary _ telephone 
calls. ' Wherever you go the telephone 
booths are o.ccupied, nnd when you 
catch fragments, of the conversations 
you usually flnd them unimportant. 
Reginald culls up his host girl to tell 
her he still loves her, Maude calls Al- 
gernon to thank him for the chocolates. 
N'o matter how trivial the occasion, 
our first Impulse Is to step into a tele- 
phone booth. 


If five million people would save one 


live-cent call n day It would mean n 
totiil of over ninety million dollars n 
yenr. Doubtless several times this sum 
could be saved very easily by the gen 
enil public on local nnd long-distance 
calls. We sire lavishly extravagant In 
Ibe use of the telephone. I know oC 
business houses that talk several times 
n day between New York nnd Chicago. 
Incurring tolls on each occasion that 
run from live to forty dollars or more. 
If there Is one thing that' the Ameri- 
cans haven't learned It is economy of 
mik—which In these days of war need 
might well mean millions of dollnrs In 
Liberty Bonds. The telephone wires 
:II-R heavily overtaxed, anyhow. 


Then there Is the telegraph. 
We 


have this habit, too. 'With a little 
planning we could commonly use a 
three-cent si-amp Instead of u ten-word 
message. 
One large wholesale house 


requires nil its traveling men to re- 
port dally by telegram, nn expendi- 
ture thnt might he eliminated. 
The 


i-plegraph tolls of some of the large In- 
dustrlal 
nnd 
commercial establish- 


ments are so big that they seem In- 
credible. 


The night letter Is, in a measure, " 


luxury, nt least we could do away 
with 
the 
social 
phnso 
erf 
It 
nnd 


much 
of 
the 
domestic. 
I 
hap- 


pen to know one business mnn, who. 
on his frequent nnd long absences 
from home, gets n night letter from his 
wife every morning nnd sends one each 
night. 
Nor nre these messages con- 


fined to fifty words, but often run sev- 
eral times thnt length. Baby had the 
colic; Freddy 
fell 
downstairs nnd 


skinned his knee, Jennnette had her 
hnir washed. 


I happen to be acquainted nlso with 


with n young mnn who revels In night 
letters to his fiancee. They are real let- 
ters, too, beginning like this: "Darl- 
ing Sue—I love you more thnn ever. 
f couldn't sleep last night thinking of 
you. 
Do you love me still? . . ." 


A certain business man, the head of 


a large concern, goes awny at Intervals 
to rest for n week or two, but Insists 
on having n night letter every morn- 
ing, nnrrntlng the substance of the 
previous dny's business. These mes- 
sages run Into hundreds of words every 
day.I would not belittle the night letter; 
but In the present stress we need to 
curtail whatever pnrt of this expense 
muy be unnecessary, nnd loan the 
money to the government. 


The Taxlcab Mania. 


We Americans 'also have the taxi- 


cab mania. There Is n very large'class 
of men and women who ride in cabs 
habitually, and let go immense sums in 
the aggregate. They take taxlc.ibs to ' 
go a few blocks. In n group of twenty 
lending cities there nre about four hun- 
dred thousand of these vehicles, nnd if 
each of them absorbed ten dollars ev- 
ery dny In unnecessary fares the ng- 
gregnte would b% over fourteen million 
dollars n yenr. 
What would he the 


total for the whole United States? It 
Is a luxury .to Jump Into n cab when- 
ever ones wants to move about, but 
these nre stern times and we need to 
be more Iron-minded. 
The boj'S In 


France do not ride in cabs, and the 
money we waste on this form 'of luxury 
might better go Into gas masks for 
them. 


We American men saturate ourselves 


with ninny kinds of soft Indulgences— 
as In the barber shops. These places 
In the high class hotels, ns well as the 
better shops outside, take from us Im- 
mense sums—for what? 
Here Is n 


typical list: Slmve, 23c: haircut, 50c; 
shampoo, 3~>c ; bay rum, lOc ; face mas- 
sage, 3i>c; manicure, 50c; shine, lOc; 
tips, 20c; total $2.40. 
It Is not un- 


common for men to go through the 
whole list, nnd to pay additional money 
for hnir tonics nnd other fancy frills. 


When we analyze this list we flnd 


that the only item really necessary is 
the haircut — and perhaps the shine. 
Men can shave themselves nt a cost of 
two or three cents, and save perhaps 
half an hour In time. Our soldier boys 
cannot Indulge In these effeminacies. 
Mnny of them, In those good old days ' 
of peace, were In the class thnt patron- 
ized these shops, but today they are 
made of more Draconian stuff. 
Why 


should we ourselves indulge in these 
costly hnblts -when the nation calls for 
cannon to back our troops abroad? 


If a million men spend an average of

he plnyed the national anthem and, 
much to his surprise, noticed a water1 
snake come from under the bank and 
swim across the water nnd into a po- 
sltion facing him, the snake's head 
erect. The reptile was followed by 
others until there were half .a dozen 
facing him,- each at attention nnd head 
erect. The nlmrod was mystified and 
stopped playing. 
The snakes . went 


back1 to their holes. 
"Can it be that 


these snakes are patriotic?" be won- 
dered and, to test the notion, < started 
the national air again. Out came the 


those who voluntarily ' have taken 
losses by -selling their bonds In .a pe- 
riod of temporary price depression.—

50 cents a day unnecessarily In biirber 
shops we. have a total of $182.500.000. 
under .the; actual figures, 'taking into 
consideration all classes of people. In 
the less exclusive 'barber shops one 
finds~a continual stream of men, of the 
moderate salary class, who indulge in 
the items I have enumerated. 
We 


might guess'the total ought to be at 
least half a blUion dollars. 


To have our shoes sbined we spend 


nt least $100,000,000 a year and a mil- 
lion more than the market price for 
shoe laces'because we wish to avoid 
the trouble of .putting them In our- 
selves. Some of this expense undoubt- 
edly is necessary, but while the war 
lasts we need not be ashamed.of any 
form of -Spartan economy. We can be 
tight handed nnd rigorous with our 
nickels and dimes without being open 
to the charge of stinginess—provided 
we use the money, for government 
needs. 
We can shine our own shoes 


for n tenth of this hundred million dol- 
lars. There are in New York a numbei 
of men who have grown very wealthy 
from the shoe-shining business. Among 
them are some large tenement owners 
—one reputed to be worth millions. 
There nre more than fifty thousand 
•bootblack places in the United States, 
some of them employing a dozen or 
more men. 
The majority of these 


bootblacks are within the fighting age, 
at least they ought to be doing some 
sort of war service, Instead of shining 
shoes—while American blood runs BO 
freely on the other side. 


Women Big Wasters. ' 


But when It comes to this kind of 


self-pampering women spend far more 
money than men. Figures secured from 
one Inrge department store.give.^some 
interesting sidelights on possible'eco- 
nomies, its sales of toilet goods last 
year ran nbout 1.3 per cent of Its total 
sales. Thus for every million dollnrs 
In snles Its customers buy $13,000 
worth of toilet articles. 
Apply this 


rate to all the stores in the United 
States and you have a total of unnum- 
bered millions.. The term toilet goods 
is very elastic, Including both neces- 
sary nnd unnecessary articles, but the 
conscientious- .war 
saver no doubt 


would class one-third of these items as 
partly dispensable, such as perfumery, 
certain soaps, powders, rouge, toilet 
waters, so-Called beauty' compounds, 
and the like. 


America's women nre highly scent- 


ed. We live in nn atmosphere redol- 
ent with ambrosia. From.almost every 
woman one passes on the "parade" 
streets of the cities there comes nn 
aura of roses, or perhaps violets. Our 
girls demand scents. In infinite variety, 
not only in perfumery itself, but in 
hundreds of products. Merely/to grati- 
fy our sense of olfactory luxury we 
spend tens of millions of dollars an- 
nually. Yet In France the husbands, 
brothers nnd.sweethearts of our. wom- 
en and girls are sweating nnd fighting 
In noisome _places amid the stench of 
disease nnd death. The odors they get 
are of gunpowder and blood. 
Surely 


we can spare some of our perfumery 
money In the cause for which -we sent 
them abroad. 


If it were possible to estimate the 


money spent by women in New York 
alone for halt-dressing nnd benuty cul- 
ture it would undoubtedly run into the 
tens of millions. 
One hairdresser in 


the metropolitan district states thnt 
within eighteen months, or Since Ainer- 
icn entered the war, he has built up n 
business that nets him seven hundred 
dollars n month. 


A woman proprietor of a so-called 


beauty establishment says that fifty 
customers bring her n revenue of $30,- 
000 a year, thnt she realized a clear 
profit of S20.0QO on irawders, creams 
and perfumes, that she sold sets of 
cosmetics nt seven hundred dollars 
each. Thousands of women pay fancy 
fees 
for hnir wnving, tinting and 


blenching. 
One 
concern announces 


twelve colors, ranging from black to 
golden blonde. Much money also goes 
for removal of freckles, wrinkles treat- 
ment, face blenching and so on. The 
manicure bill in New York Is enor- 
mous, nnd the chiropody outgo large. 
These places are furnished in the ut- 
most luxury. 
If only we could im- 


press on women of this class the dread- 
ful hnrdshlps'our American yr>uths are 
undergoing in the grent cause 1 


The lesson ought to sink home to all 


women in America, who in greater or 
lesser degree, let their good money go 
Cor such futile vanities.. 


It is estimated that a -million men 


and women throughout the country nre 
giving to the Turkish baths an aver- 
age of a dollar n day. Thus we have 
a total of $365,000.000 n year. To this 
we can ricld perhaps half as much for 
massage, attendant fees,, special-treat- 
ment nnd incidentals. 


Bathing Is commended, but most of 


us, nt least those who have the Turk- 
'ish bnth habit, can take our ablutions 
nt home. The soldiers in 'Europe don't 
have Turkish baths. .We Imagine we 
need them here. 
We eat big dinners 


and fill ourselves with rheumatic de- 
posits, poison ourselves by gormnndlz- 
Ing. 
We contract colds because our 


systems are too badly clogged to throw 
off the germs. It Is when we are stuf- 
fed with rich viands nnd all sorts of 
himrles that we turn to .the Turkish 
bath for relief.- Why, not discipline 
oiirselves during the war and transfer 
all :these millions of dollars into the 
fund thnt is going to beat autocracy 
and the'German peril?

Then came Germany's conduct on 


tho .sea. With her battlefleet cravenly 
seeking shelter behind the defenses ol 
tho Kiel canal, Germany sent out hei 
submarines and began a war on un- 
armed merchantmen.

German plotters and spies, undai 


tho direct leadership of the German 
ambassador to this country, worked 
almost openly, blowing up Industrial 
plants, sinking ships in our harbors, 
and menacing railroads and canals.

oponly began to announce plans for 
disciplining tho United States. 
She 


scoffed nt tho Monroe doctrine, and 
tried to create a German state In 
Bra/,11 which, in time would be strong 
enough to bring about a revolution and

By her huge armaments, her disrd* 


gnrd ol' treaties, and her evident re« 
llanco on force alone, Germany wafl 
rapidly making the world an unsafd 
place In which to live, forcing all oth« 
er nations to adopt the military sya/t 
tern, or be at her mercy.

The German ambition to force Gef* 


man kultur on tho remainder of tb.0 
world was well exploited. Kultur, td 
tho German mind, was not what cul« 
ture is to us.

It supplements ttie old French dock 


system In the town, whom still more .ships arc 
corisianlly discharging American cargoes, A huge 
new warehouse system at Ihls point Is also near- 
Ing completion; oven now It Is ahlo to take care 
of the great Hood of supplies which Is constantly 
pouring In.

In tins old part of this sumo coast town the 


Americans have installed motor operation and 
cold storage plants, a motor reception park, and 
(limrlers for slot-Ing supplies for ordnance and 
aviation forces. 
These arc more or less tem- 


porary nmirters. and will be merged In the near 
f u t u r e In the general scheme which Is now being 
completed In I ho outskirts of tho town. 


In addition to the new docks, warehouses and 


extensive) railway yards (these latter liave a 
trackage of nearly 200 miles), work Is well ad- 
vanced on the new car assemb'ly shop, where al- 
ready, when I saw it in Its Incomplcted state, 
L'O odd freight, cars a day, of three different de- 
signs, were being turned out and put Into Imme- 
diate service. 
Another assembly plant has been 


constructed—at a different point—to handle nil- 
steel cars, which 
are transported here 
from 


America "knocKed-down"—that Is, In sections, In 
order to oconomi/.o shipping space, At this plant 
these steel cars are now being assembled at the 
rate of a complete train a day, find plans tiro 
rapidly culminating for a largo extension of the 
work.' Here, too, a huge camp has been built for 
the negro stevedores, also n remount camp and

Inland. Not far from here work on n new 20,000- 
lu'd hospital Is forging ahead, and 30 days from 
now it will be virtually completed.

nosed entirely of small, one-story, light, airy nrul 
nttractive structures, divided into small squares, 
laid out on a great, open stretch of snnd, sur- 
rounded by pine trees, and altogether promise's 
to ho an Ideal Institution of its kind. 


In this same soctlMi Is an Immense now artil- 


lery camp all ready for' the several brigades ol 
uriilliTy which were expected when I was there, 
nml 
like the hospital enterprise, It Is In strong 


hands and promises well. In Includes a large re- 
mount camp, In which were several thousand 
horses at the lime of my visit. The work In this 
section, which Is lyplcal of that at all tho other 
base ports I visited, Is being vigorously and In- 
trtllKi-ntly directed. 
Strong executives are in 


charge, and the spirit of the workers Is excellent 
throughout. Kverywhero the Americans are real- 
l/.lng that they have "caught up with 
thorn- 


selves" and now that they etui visualize the com- 
pletion of what n few months ago looked so much 
like an Impossible undertaking they are buoyed 
up, happy nn" Inspired by tholr .success; they 
have conquered obstacles find overcome conditions 
which «nly groat nbllity and Indomitable spirit 
could possibly surmount.

reserve stores, for the American cxpedltlo a y 
forces nnd the constant sending forward o, their 
daily supplies; but In addition to th.it he has a 
large measure of responsibility for the organiza- 
tion and control of great camps, schools, base 
hospitals, rest areas, 
engineering and 
repair 


shops, the principal repository for "spare parts 
of all machinery used In the army, cold storage 
plants, oil and petrol depots, forestry work and 
control of ;i good-sized labor army, which in- 
cludes many thousands'of negroes, Chinamen nnd 
German -prisoners of war. 


A round of this huge field of operations is 


both Instructive and inspiring. 
At one point 1 


went through an enormous locomotive assembling 
and repair works (housed in a great modern fac- 
tory building now nearlng completion), built for 
the Americans, under French supervision, by a 
Sjwnlsh firm; a huge oil and petrol supply sta- 
tion,, a 10,000-bed hospital nnd a number of other 
highly Important branches of a central organiza- 
tion which constitutes one of the real backbone 
sections of the service of supply. 
At another 


point I went over great ralhvny yards to see the 
rows upon rows of street structure warehouses 
which are being built to hold supplies for an 
army of a million men for 30 days; an Immense 
refrigerating plant and countless other features, 
nil on the same prodigious scale. 


Calm, quiet men are supervising It all, watch- 


ing It grow before their eyes. 
When. the tele-

Records May Be Classified When Made, or at the End of Each Month. 


ACCOUNTS_URGED 


Two Simple Methods of Making 


and Classifying Records of 


Expenditures. 


USE ORDINARY BLANK BOOK 


Details Encourage Economy and Show 


Relation of Home Expenses to 


Farm 
Business —Ten 
Divi- 


sions Satisfactory. 


Tho modern farmer's wife Is no 


longer satisfied with tho old accepted 
Idea that "the farm gives us -a liv- 
ing" but she gets out her pencil and 
paper and asks "How much of a Hv: 
Ing does it give us?" 


Generations ago neither the farm 


nor the farm household bad any but 
minor dealings with the outside world. 
Under such conditions the need 
for 


accounts-was slight. But those con- 
ditions no- longer exist. 
Tbe farm 


hpusebold, though-still in many cftsos 
receiving Its major support In. farm 
products consumed at borne, purchases 
far more extensively than ever be- 
fore from outside sources. Farm house- 
hold accounts have become essential 
to economy. 


Household expenses on tho farm are 


very Intimately associated with tbe 
business of tho farm itself. Tbe farm 
normally 
supplies -much 
material 


wnich 
otherwise 
would 
become a 


household expense. The household, in 
turn, very often furnishes board for 
farm labor, which would otherwise be 
a farm expense. 
Merely from the 


standpoint of keeping track of house- 
hold expenses as related to the farm 
business, household accounts are de- 
sirnblo and should serve to supplement 
arid round out farm accounts.' 


Ways of Keeping Records. 


There are two methods of keeping 


n record of household expenditures. 
One Is to record the purchases or 
money paid out without classifying 
the expenditures. The other is to clas- 
sify when the record Is made. 


The first raethod Is very simple, re- 


quires no special form, and gives all 
necessary Information regarding ex- 
penditures. At the enil of. the month 
or at the ond of tlic year the total 
expenditures readily may be deter- 
mined. 
In order, however, to know 


the totals for each kind or class It will 
be necessary to mnkc up a monthly 
summary, in which the Items will bo 
distributed in different columns, by 
classes. This extra work at the end of 
each month (or at the ond of the year) 
may cause discouragement and neglect 
of 'classification, with the result that 
the greatest good that could be derived 
from the records Is not realized. 


Under the second method, In addi- 


tion to being entered all together In 
one column, the items are classified In 
separate columns. 
This raethod has 


the snme advantages as the first meth- 
od nnd the additional advantage of al- 
lowing for the distribution of the Items 
of expenditure to the proper classes 
without the inconvenience of turning 
to some other page. The distribution 
may be left to moments of leisure If 
the -farmer Is busy at the time the 
c«ntry is made. 
When the page is 


filled the next puge Is begun, the top 
line next to the heading being reserved 
for the total carried forward from 
preceding page. 
The items may be 


totaled nt the end of the month and 
these totals-carried to the summary 
page at the end of the book. 


Book Not Important. 


The kind of book to use is not im- 


portant. An ordinary blank day-book 
or ledger book with a stiff cover may

crowded, and the information is scat- 
tered over too many pages for conven- 
ionce in recording and studying the 
expenditure's. 


In order to simplify accounts It Is 


well to group expenditures. If. all In- 
dividual items were listed in separate 
columns, it would require a great 
amount of detail work. The distribu- 
tion of the different household expen- 
ditures into groups Is largely n matter 
of. individual viewpoints. The follow- 
ing ten divisions should be satisfac- 
tory for the average farm family: An- 
imal food, fruits nnd vegetables, cereal 
products, other groceries, clothing, 
household furnishings, running expen- 
ses, advancement, incidentals and sav- 
ings.

Peppers'and Celery In Brine. 


Green peppers and celery can be 


preserved for future use by brining. 
If properly done peppers so prepared 
can be used as substitute for fresh 
poppers In pickles or salads, or after 
freshening In water can be used for 
stuffed 
popper. 
Properly prepared 


they can hardly be told from fresh 
peppers. The method of brining Is as 
follows: 


Remove the stems nnd seed and 


pack nose down into a water-tight, 
non-metallic receptacle, such as a keg, 
barrel, crock or glass fruit Jar. Cover 
with a brine mnde by adding two 
pounds of salt to each gallon of water. 
If a keg, barrel or crock Is used, sus- 
pend a wooden cover In the brine so 
that It will keep the poppers well below 
the surface. If the cover is placed on 
tho peppers nnd weighted without sus- 
pension, It.will crush the poppers and 
make them lose tbclr shape. 
Add 


more salt to the cover until no more 
will dissolve. If put in fruit Jars or 
other containers that can be sealed, no 
more salt need be added. In this case, 
allow to stand for three or four days 
to allow gas to escape, then fill per- 
fectly full with brine and seal tight. 
Kegs or barrels that have a good head 
can bo filled full with peppers and 
brine and headed up. Fresh peppers 
can be added from time to time as 
they mature. Before use, freshen In 
water to-remove salt and then use like 
frosh peppers. 


Celery can be preserved In the same 


manner, and after freshening Is ex- 
cellent for soups, creamed celery and 
for flavoring purposes. 


Save Sugar. 


Use "one ten spoonful to the cupful." 
Serve more fruits for dessert 
Blake fruit juices and sirups. 
Use sirups in general cooking. 
Can without sugar.

(gainst: the inroads of the neighbor's 
chickens will depend on the laws of 
tho state or ordinances of tho town 
DI- city in which the gardener lives. 
In some slates owners are liable for 
•Jamage done by stock running at: 
largo; In other states the por.son who 
wishes to grow a crop must fence it 
against depredation. In most: of the 
Eastern states owners of stock uro re- 
juired to keep It uiidor fence. 


Response to Queries. 


These facts- are set forth by the 


United Slates department of agricul- 
ture In response to queries by gardon- 
ers who have neighbors raising chick- 
ens that harvest the products of Liber- 
ty gardens before such products arc 
mature. The department is not: pre- 
pared to say which type of food-rais- 
ing Is tho more profitable and praise- 
worthy, but says that both can go 
hand-in-hand 
if 
there 
are 
proper 


fences. Whether tho potiltrymnn or the 
gardener must provide the fence do- 
ponds upon local statutes, or ordi- 
nances, and the rights of the case 
would be determined under general 
principles of law. 


It Is related that a Liberty garden or 


and a Victory poultrymnn lived side by 
side.

Not Humorous Subject. 


The legal authorities of the depart- 


ment say that the chl'cken-and-garden 
question, far from being a subject of 
humor, Is undoubtedly a serious one, 
and has probably led to as much 
trouble, dispute and Ill-feeling between 
neighbors as any other single cause. 


The department believes, however, 


that In wal* time there will be more 
of a principle of co-operation, and a 
theory of llve-nnd-let-llvo. With every- 
.one Interested In a maximum war- 
time food production some way. can 
usually be found out of the dinicultlop 
that may ai-Ise through the proximity 
of chickens and gardens. 
. 


Overcoming Objections. 


Objection Is frequently r:\Isod fo the 


Keeping of poultry In towns and cities 
because of the .odor which may result 
and also because of the noise which 
is made by roosters crowing, particu- 
larly In the early morning. There Is 
no necessity for the poultry Hock to 
become a nuisance to neighbors. 


If the dropping boards are cleaned 


dnlly and the houses and yards arc- 
kept In a -reasonably clean condition 
there will be no annoying odors. The 
soil In the yard should bo stirred or 
spaded up frequently if not In sod In 
order to keep it In tbe best condition. 
This will not only tend to keep down 
any odors which might arise,-but also 
allow the droppfngs to be absorbed in- 
to the soil more readily and therefore 
keep the yard in better condition for 
tbe bens. 


The male! bird need not be a nui- 


sance. Unljss It Is Intended to hatch 
chickens frqna tbe flock It is unneces- 
sary to keep a male bird. Tbe fact 
(hat there is no male In the flock will 
have absolutely no effect on the num- 
ber of egg* laid by the liens.-

CHICKENS AT HOME 


A yard surrounded by a five- 


foot fence will, under most con- 
ditions, keep chickens at home. 
If tho hens show a tendency to 
fly over such u fence, the lllght 
feathers of one wing .should be ^ 
clipped. A fence made of woven < > 
wire Is preferable to a fence J J 
made of board'or other material. 
A board .should not bo used at 
the top of a wire fence, as this < 
gives the hens a visible place to ^ 
alight and tends to Umch them 
to lly over. Tho larger tin; yard 
which can be provided the more 
contented tho liens will bo. It 
not only gives them greater op- 
portunity to exorcise, but. often 
makes it possible to maintain a 
sod on tho yard, which is advis- 
able. 


Poultry Yards and Fences. 


Breeding stock, and especially grow- 


ing chickens, should have an abund- 
ance of range, while liens kept solely 
for tbe production of oggs may be kept 
on a small area with good results. In 
rural districts the yarding of poultry 
is sometimes unnecessary and In sucli 
cases colony houses are used lo advan- 
tage. Under this system it is easy to 
Jioop the birds healthy and the food 
bill is reduced, ns they are able to get 
u good part of their feed from tho 
range. Those bouses, which hold about 
10 lions, are placed from 200 to 250 
feet apart nnd are moved from place- 
to place as new range Is needed. 


When poultry fences are needed, us 


Js the case In keeping poultry In towns 
and cities and In some rural sections, 
us few fences as possible should bo 
erected, as they Increase the cost of 
equipment, labor 
and maintenance. 


When very much land is available tho 
poultry yard can often be kept In sod. 
On good soil this can he done by allow- 
ing 200 lo 250 'square feet of land per 
bird (217 to 274 birds to the acre) 
while more space is necessary on poor 
or light land. 
A large number of 


fowls are usually kept to the Mcro 
where double yards arc used and tho 
land Is frequently cultivated. 


Plymouth Hocks and the heavy meat 


breeds In small yards require fences 
live to six feet high, while a fence six 
to seven feet high is necessary for Log- 
horns. 
Tbe upper two feet of tho 


fence for the latter may be Inclined 
Inward at an angle of 30 degrees,*or a 
strand or two of barbed wire may 
help keep them confined, while It Is 
sometimes necessary to clip tbe wing 
feathers of one wing of those birds 
which persist In getting out. 


Posts may be set or driven Into tho 


ground. They should be set eight to 
ten feet apart with common poultry 
netting, or 10 to 20 feet with woven, 
wire. Corner posts should be about 
eight Inches in diameter, and be set 
four foot In tbe ground, while Interven- 
ing posts may be four or five Inches In 
diameter and set three feet In the 
ground. That part of tbe post which Is 
sot in the ground may be charred or 
treated with some wood preservative 
to 
advantage, 
while corner posts 


should be firmly braced or set in ce« 
metit. 


Rural Clubs Help, 


Women's rural clubs have done much 


to further the employment of trained 
workers for the counties, such as home 
demonstration agents, county nurses 
and county social service workers. 
The stale leader of. home demonstra- 
tion agents in Mississippi has said that 
the women's clubs In that state have 
been constant and earnest supporters 
of county extension work in homo 
economics. They bave given financial 
aid, used their influence to secure ap?

One sees women 
of ultra-conservative tastes dressed in 
hi nek chiffon, with a black silk hat and 
n sinall mourning veil of coarse-mesh 
black net, so 'open that it. is merely 
a cobweb of silk strings.

nre sisters and. mothers who even omit 
the veil and. wear simple black clothes. 


There are other sisters who put the 


broad band around the sleeve; and 
this has already been done, mind you, 
and its influence is potent.

as surely as It destroyed that of Ser- 
bia and Belgium, just as soon as Ger- 
many felt herself strong enough tq 
make a formal attack. German lust 
of conquest knew no bounds. 


Events of the last year have proven 


that Germany, having split the world 
in half by her creation ol a MItteleu- 
ropa, extending from the Baltic almost 
to the Persian gulf, was planning to 
devour the'halvea separately. The fac) 
that our half of the world was belni 
reserved for dessert was all the mor« 
reason why we should enter the wai 
while a part, at least, of the other hall 
was still making resistance: 


Finally, when the collapse of Hussll 


revealed the fact that Germany wai 
ligliting, not a war of self-preserya- 
tlou 
buf one of conquest pure and 


simple, and that the freedom of tin 
entire world was menaced, any ques- 
tion of why we are fighting seemed 
superfluous. 


The military party In Germany start- 


ed the war because It believed the tlm« 
ripe for conquest. 


Proof that ambition, and not consia 


oration of its own safety, prompted 
Germany to begin the war Is given bj 
the fact that Serbia and Belgium, two 
helpless; little nations, were the flril 
attacked. 


Germany had under no compulsion, 


signed a solemn treaty to protect tin 
neutrality of Belgium. 
When sht 


branded this treaty "a scrap of paper, 
she gave proof that all her treatlei 
would be so considered when her In- 
terests demanded. 
In other words, 


Germany's invasion of Belgium meant 
the tearing up of every treaty which 
existed between Germany and othel 
nations. It was ample Justification foj

The morlern, farmer's wlfo Is no 


longer satisfied with the old accepted 
idea that "tho farm gives us a liv- 
ing," but she gels out her pencil and 
paper and nsks "ITow much of a l i v - 
ing does it give us?" 


Generations ago nellher the farm 


nor the farm household had any hill 
minor dealings with Iho oulsldo world. 
Under such conditions Iho need for 
accounts-was sllghl. But those con- 
ditions no longer exist. 
The farm 


hpusohold, though still In many cases 
receiving Us major support In farm 
products consumed at homo, purchase's 
far more exlenslvcly than ever be- 
fore, from outside sources. Farm house- 
hold accounts Imvo become essential 
lo economy. 


Household expenses on the farm ore 


very Intimately associated with the 
business of the farm Itself. The farm 
normally 
supplies 
much 
material 


wnlcli 
otherwise 
would 
become a. 


household expense. The household, In 
turn, very often furnishes hoard for 
farm Inbor, which would otherwise bo 
a farm expense. 
Merely from 
tho 


standpoint of keeping track of house- 
hold expenses as related to tho farm 
business, household accounts arc ile 
%- 


slrable and should serve to supplement 
and round out farm accounts. 


Ways of Kceplnn Records. 
' 


There are two methods of keeping 


n record of household expenditures. 
Ono is to record the purchases or 
juonoy paid out without classifying 
the expenditures. The other Is to clas- 
sify when the record Is made. 
, 


The first method Is very simple, re- 


quires no special form, and gives all 
rioeosMiry Information regarding ex- 
penditures, At tho entl of tho monlh 
or at the end of Hie year Iho total 
expenditures readily may bo deter- 
mined, 
In order, however, to know 


the totals for each kind or class It will 
bo necessary 1o imiko up n monthly 
summary, In which the Hems will he 
distributor! In different columns, hy 
Classes. This exlrn work nt the end of 
each month (or al Iho encl of tho year) 
may cause discouragement* and neglect 
of chussIficnHon, with the result that 
Ihe greatest1 good that could bo derived 
fi'om the records Is* not realized. 


Under the second method, In addi- 


tion lo being onlorod nil together In 
one column, the Ittmis are classified In 
separate columns. 
This method has 


tho same advantages ns the flrsl meth- 
od and the additional advantage of al- 
lowing for tho distribution of the Items 
of expenditure lo the proper classes 
without the Inconvenience of turning 
lo some other page, Tho distribution 
mny be left to moments of leisure if 
tho -farmer Is busy nt the time tho 


ry Is made, 
When the page Is 


filled tlie next pnge Is begun, the top 
lino next to the heading being reserved 
for the total carried forward from 
preceding page, 
Tlie Items may he 


totaled at tho end of the month nnd 
these totals carried to the summary 
page at the end of. tho book. 


Book Not Important. 


The kind of book to use Is not Im- 


portant. An ordinary blank day-book 
or ledger book with n sllff cover may 


be bought nt a reasonable price, If 
Ihe vorllcal rulings In the book do 
nol serve the purpose othi'rs may be 
Inserted with a pen or pencil.

counts aro somellmos kepi In a book 
having small pages, 
A small page,

crowded, and the Information Is scat- 
tered over too many pages for conven- 
ience In recording and studying Ihe 
expenditures. 


Tn order lo simplify accounts It Is 


well 1o group expenditure's. If all ln< 
dividual Items were listed In separate 
columns, il would require n gre>at 
amount of detail work. Tho dlstrlbii' 
lion of the) different household oxpcn< 
dlture.s Into groups Is largely a matter 
of Individual viewpoints, Tlio follow- 
ing ten divisions should hu satisfac- 
tory for tho average farm family: An- 
imal feiod, Jrulls and vegetables, cereal 
products, other groceries, 
clothing, 


household furnishings, running oxpoiv 
ses, advancement, Incidentals and sav- 
ings.

Peppers and Celery In Brine. 


Oreon peppers and celery can bo 


preserved for future use by brining. 
If properly clone peppers so prepared 
ciin bo used as .substitute for fresh 
peppers In pickles or salads, or after 
freshening In water can bo used for 
stuffed 
popper. 
Properly prepared 


they can hardly bo told from fresh 
poppers. 
Tho method of brining Is as 


follows: 


Remove tho stems nnd seed und 


pack nose down Into n •water-tight, 
nrm-motalllc receptacle, such ns n keg, 
barrel, crock or glass frull Jar. Cover 
with u brine made by adding (wo 
pounds of salt lo each gallon of water, 
If n keg, barrel or crock Is used, sus- 
pend a wooden cover In Ihe brlno so 
Unit It will keop tho peppers well below 
tho surface. If tho cover Is placed on 
Ihe peppers and weighted without .sus- 
pension, il will crush Ihe poppers and 
make them lose their shape. 
Add 


moro salt to tho cover until no more 
will dissolve. If put in frnll. Jnrs or 
other containers that can be sealed, no 
moro salt nood bo added. In this case, 
allow to stand for throe or four days 
to allow gas to escape, (hen fill per- 
fectly full with brine and seal tight. 
Kegs or barrels thnt have a good hood 
can bo filled full with peppers and 
brine and headed up. Fresh peppers 
can bo added from time to time ns 
thev mature. Before use, freshen In 
water to remove salt and then uso like 
fresh poppers. 


Celery can be preserved In the same 


manner, and after freshening Is ex- 
cellent for soups, creamed celery und 
for flavoring purposes.

Tie cordial Way In which the British and French

,ans and gave them every possible kind of aid 
and advice Is one of tho many bright chapters. 
In this story of achievement. 


This was the only substantial advantagei the 


Americans hnd. Their Iinndlcaps were rmilHfold. 
their task colos-sal. How splendidly they attacked 
he r problems and conquered one after another 
of the obstacles which confronted them stands 
out in clear perspective as one passes along their 


Kreat lines of communication todny. 
Sixty days 


more will see the greater part of the whole vast 
scheme In full operation. 
Even now . the com- 


pleted p. r\ of the system Is equal to all demands 
n a le upon It. and with labor and materials avail- 
able in fHlrly equable proportions, as they are 
now. 
the actual construction work Is going ahead 


more rapidly than ever. 


What the American forces in France have ac- 


complished thus far is almost Incredible 
For in- 


stance, out of the waste lands adjacent to an old 
French port they have constructed a splendid line 


of modern docks, where every day now ships are • 
pouring forth 
their cargoes of men and. war 


materials, cars ami machinery. This dock system 
IK finisiied. 
It supplements ttie old French dock 


.system In the town, where still more ships are 
constantly discharging American cargoes. A huge 
now warehouse system nt this point Is also near- 
ing completion; even now it Is able'to take care 
of the great flood of supplies which is constantly 
pouring in. 
, 


In the old part of tills same coast town the 


Americans have Installed motor operation and 
cold storage plants, a motor reception park, and 
quarters for storing supplies for ordnance and 
aviation forces. These are more or less tem- 
porary quarters, nnd will be merged In the nenr 
future in the general scheme which is now being 
completed In the outskirts of the town. 


In addition to the new docks, warehouses and 


extensive railway yards (those latter have 
a 


truckage of nearly 200 miles), work Is well ad- 
vanced on the new car asscmb'ly shop, where al- 
ready, when I saw it in Its incompleted state. 
"0 odd freight cars a dny, of three different d-> 
slsjns. were'being turned'out and put Into Imme- 
diate service. Another assembly plant has been 
constructed—at a different, point—to handle all- 
steel 
curs, which are transported here 
from 


America "knocked-down"—that is. In sections,-In 
order to economize shipping space. At this plant 
these steel cars are now being assembled at the 
rate of n complete train a day, and plans are 
rapidly culminating for a large extension of the 
work 
Here, too, a huge camp has been built for 


tho ne.gro stevedores, also a remount camp and 
two big rest camps, each providing for many

of American

Not far from here work ou a new 20,000- 


1 bed hospital Is forging abend, and 30 days from 


now it will be virtually completed. This Is the 
iHi-'-est hospital center yet constructed. It Is com- 
posed entirely of small, one-story, light, niry nnd 
attractive structures, divided Into small squares, 
laid out on n great, open stretch of sand, sur- 
rounded -by pine trees,-and altogether promises 
to be an Ideal Institution of Its kind: 


In this same section Is an immense new artil- 


lery camp nil ready for' the several brigades of 
artillery which were expected when I was there, 
nnd 
like the hospital enterprise, it Is in strong 


hands and promises well. In Includes a large re- 
mount camp, in which were several thousand 
horses at the time of my visit. The work In this 
section, which Is typical of that at all the other 
Diiso ports I visited, is being vigorously' and in- 
telligently directed. 
Strong executives are In 


charge, and tho spirit of the workers is excellent 
throughout. Everywhere the Americans are real- 
Uing that they have "caught up with, them- 
selves" and now that they can visualize the com- 
pletion of what a few months ago looked so much • 
like an impossible undertaking they are buoyed • 
up happy nnd inspired by their jSuccess;- they 
have conquered obstacles and overcome conditions 
which «nly groat ability and indomitable, spirit 
could possibly surmount. 


Ono realizes, after Inspecting the character 


and extent of the work at the several base ports 
which the Americans have taken over, that here 
lies' the strength of their future scheme of oper- 
ations. 
These port schemes are great affairs 


today; but they are so worked out as to be 
cap/able of almost unlimited expansion. This 19 
highly important, for the war developments of 
the past two months have clearly pointed the 
way toward greater unity of effort by the allies 
and- greater 'mobility of action by the French, 
British and American 'fighting forces. 
The ten- 


dency is toward a pooling both of effort and 
supplies, the natural outcome of centralization 
under n single command. . This may easily re- 
solve the American base ports In France Into 
main reserve centers, from which their channels 
of distribution will radiate directly to railheads 
on all. parts of the front, instead of mainly, 
through the intermediate and advance area cen- 
ters, which are now being constructed.

latter, in that event, would be utilized in con- 
nection with the great and ever-growing training 
centers through which, for a long time t'o come, 
the American army of 2,000,000 or more,'in the 
making, must pass.

A round of this huge field of 'operations Is 


both instructive and inspiring; At one point 1 
went through nn enormous locomotive assembling 
nnd repair works (housed in a great modern fac- 
tory building now nearing completion), built for 
the' Americans, under French supervision, by a 
Spanish firm; a huge oil nnd petrol supply sta- 
tion a 10,000-bed hospital and n number of other 


• highly important branches 'of a central organiza- 
tion which constitutes one of the real backbone 
sections of the service of supply. 
At another 


point I went over great railwjiy yards to see the 
rows upon rows of street structure warehouses 
which are being built to hold supplies for nn 
army of a million men for 30 days; an immense 
refrigerating plant and countless other, features, 
all on the same prodigious scnle.. 


Cairo, quiet men are supervising it nil, watch- 


ing it grow before their eyes. 
When, the tele- 


phones jingle (and they are -never, long in re- 
pose) there Is no shouting, no excitement; just 
quiet, firm replies to the questions put. There- 
Is everywhere an air of suppressed energy rather 
thnn exuberance or "bustle." 
It is orderly prog- 


ress, firmly guided by strong minds, by capable 
men. 
America has put her best executives into 


this'-work and they are rapidly "making good," as 
events of the very near future are certain ?to 
prove.

ACCOUNTS FOR THE FARM HOME, 


Records May Be Classified When Made or at the End of Each Month. 


FARM HOUSEHOLD 
ACCOUNTS URGED 


Two Simple Methods of Making 


and Classifying Records of 


Expenditures. 


USE ORDINARY BLANK BOOK 


Details Encourage Economy and Show 


Relation of 
Home Expenses to 


Farm 
Business — Ten

sions Satisfactory. 


The modern, farmer's wife Is no 


longer satisfied with the old accepted 
idea that "the farm gives us -a liv- 
ing," but she gets out her pencil and 
paper and asks "How much of a liv- 
ing does it give us?" 
Generations ago neither the farm 


nor the farm household had any but 
minor dealings with the outside world. 
Under such conditions the need for 
accounts-was slight. 
But those con- 


ditions no- longer exist. 
The farm 


hpusehold, though-still in many cases 
receiving its major support In. farm 
products consumed at home, purchases 
far more extensively than ever be- 
fore from outside sources. Farm house- 
hold accounts have become essential 
to economy. 
Household expenses on the farm are 


very intimately associated with the 
business of the farm itself. The farm 
normally 
supplies 
much 
material 


wnich 
otherwise 
would 
become a 


household expense. The household, in 
turn, very often furnishes board for 
farm labor, which would otherwise be 
a farm expense. 
Merely from the 


standpoint of keeping track of house- 
hold expenses as related to the farm 
business, household accounts are de- 
sirable and should serve to supplement 
nnd round out farm accounts.- 


Ways of Keeping Records. 


There are'two methods of keeping 


a record of household 
expenditures. 


One is to record the purchases or 
money paid out without classifying 
the expenditures. The other is to clas- 
sify when the record is made. 


.The first method is very simple, re- 


quires no special form, and gives all 
necessary information regarding ex- 
penditures. At the end of the month 
or at the end of the year the total 
expenditures readily may be deter- 
mined. 
In order, however, to know 


the totals for each kind or class it will 
be necessary to make up a monthly 
summary, in which the items will be 
distributed in different columns, by 
classes. This extra work at the end of 
each month (or at the end of the year) 
may cause discouragement-and neglect 
of classification, with the result that 
the greatest good that could be derived 
fi-om the records Is not realized. 


Under the second method, in addi- 


tion to being entered all together in 
one column, the items are classified in 
separate columns. 
This method has 


the same advantages as the first meth- 
od and the additional advantage of al- 
lowing for the: distribution of the items 
of expenditure to the proper classes 
without the inconvenience of turning 
to some other page. The distribution 
may be left to moments of leisure if 
the -fanner is busy at the time the 
«!ntry is. made. ' When the page is 
filled the next page is begun, the top 
line next to the bending being reserved 
for the total carried forward,from 
preceding page. 
The items may be 


totaled at the end of the month and 
these .totals • carried to the summary 
page at the end of the book.

If 
the vertical rulings In the book do 
.not serve -the purpose others may be 
Inserted with a pen or pencil. Ac- 
counts are sometimes kept In a book 
having small pages. 
A small page, 


however, is 
soon 
filled, 
Is often 


crowded, and the information Is scat- 
tered over too many pages for conven- 
ience in recording and studying the 
expenditures. 


In order to simplify accounts it Is 


well to group expenditures. If all In- 
dividual items were listed in separate 
columns, it would require a great 
amount of detail work. The distribu- 
tion of the different household expen- 
ditures into groups is largely a matter 
of Individual viewpoints. The follow- 
ing ten divisions should be satisfac- 
tory for the average farm family: An- 
imal food, fruits and vegetables, cereal 
products, other groceries, 
clothing, 


household furnishings, running expen- 
ses, advancement, incidentals and sav- 
ings. .

Peppers'and Celery In Brine. 


Green peppers and celery can be 


preserved for future use by brining. 
If properly done peppers so prepared 
can be used as substitute for fresh 
peppers in pickles or salads, or after 
freshening in water can be used for 
stuffed 
pepper. 
Properly 
prepared 


they can hardly be told from fresh 
peppers. The method of brining Is as 
follows: 
Kemove the stems nnd seed and 


pack nose down Into a water-tight, 
non-metallic receptacle, such ns a keg, 
barrel, crock or glass fruit Jar. Cover 
with a brine made by adding two 
pounds of salt to each gallon of water. 
If a keg, barrel or crock Is used, sus- 
pend a wooden cover in the brine so 
that It will keep the poppers well below 
the surface. If the cover Is placed on 
the peppers and weighted without sus- 
pension, it.will crush the peppers and 
make them lose their shape. 
Add 


more salt to the cover until no more 
will dissolve. If put in fruit jars or 
other containers that can be sealed, no 
more salt need be added. In this case, 
allow to stand for three or four days 
to allow gas to escape, then fill per- 
fectly full with brine and seal tight. 
Kegs or barrels that have a good head 
can be filled full with poppers and 
brine and headed up. Fresh peppers 
can be added from time to time as 
they mature. Before use, freshen In 
water to-remove salt and then use like 
fresh peppers. 


Celery cnn be preserved in the same 


manner, and after freshening is ex- 
cellent for soups, creamed celery and 
for flavoring purposes. 


Save Sugar. 


TTse "one teaspoonful to the cupful."

Increase in Corn-Flour.

Hens and a. Garden in the Same Back Yard. 


INJURY DONE BY

Local Laws Determine Question 


of Fencing Garden or Con- 


fining Chickens 


SHOULD GO HAND-IN-HAND 


Agricultural 
Department Urges the 


Practice of the Principle of Co- 


operation and the Theory of 


Live-and-Let-Llve. 


The redress of the home gardener 


jgalnst the inroads of tho neighbor's 
chickens will depend on the laws of 
the state or ordinances of. the town 
or city in which the gardener lives. 
In some states owners are liable for 
jamnge done by stock running at: 
large; In other states the person who 
ivishes to grow a crop must fence it 
against depredation. In most of the 
Eastern states owners of stock urc re- 
quired to keep it under fence. 


Response to Queries. 


These facts- are set forth by tho 


United States department of agricul- 
ture in response to ouerles by garden- 
ers who have neighbors raising chick- 
ens that harvest the products of Liber- 
ty gardens before such products are 
mature'. The department is not pre- 
pared to say which type of food-rais- 
ing Is the more profitable and praise- 
worthy, but says that botli can go 
hand-in-hand 
If 
there 
are 
proper 


fences. Whether the poaltryiaan or the 
gardener must provide the fence de- 
pends upon local statutes, or ordi- 
nances, and the rights of the case 
would be determined under general 
principles of law.

Not Humorous Subject. 


The legal authorities of the depart- 


ment say that the chi'cken-and-garden 
question, far from being a subject of 
humor, is undoubtedly a serious one, 
nnd has probably led to as much 
trouble, dispute and ill-feeling between 
neighbors as any other single cause. 


The department believes, however, 


that in waV time there will be more 
of a principle of co-operation, add a 
theory of llve-and-let-live. With every- 
.one Interested In a maximum war- 
time food production some way can 
usually be found out of the diniculftci! 
that may arise through the proximity 
of chickens ,and gardens. 
• 


Overcoming Objections. 


Objection Is frequently raised to tho 


keeping of poultry in towns and cities 
because of'the .odor which may result 
and also because of the noise which 
is made by roosters crowing, particu- 
larly in the early morning. There is 
no necessity for the poultry flock to 
become a nuisance to neighbors. 


If the dropping hoards are cleaned 


daily and the houses and yards are 
kept in a -reasonably clean condition 
there will be no unnoying odors. The 
soil in the yard should he stirred or 
spaded up frequently if not In sod In 
order to keep it in the best condition. 
This will not only tend to keep down 
any odors which might arise,-but also 
allow the droppings to be absorbed in- 
to the soil more readily and therefore 
keep the yard In better condition for 
the hens. 


The male bird need not be a nui- 


sance. Unless it is Intended to hatch 
chickens from the flock It Is unneces- 
sary to keep a male bird. The fact 
that there Is no male in the flock will 
have absolutely no effect on the num- 
ber of eggs laid by the hens.1 The 
male bird sriould be sold or eaten Just 
as soon as the batching season Is over.

Poultry Yards and Fences. 


Breeding stock, and especially grow- 


ing chickens, should huvo an ubiind- 
mice of range, while liens kept solely 
for the production of eggs may lie kept 
on n small urea with good results. In 
rural districts the yarding of poultry 
Is sometimes unnecessary ami In sueh 
cases colony houses are used lo advan- 
tage. Under this system it is easy to 
.keep the birds healthy and tin- feeij 
bill is reduced, us they are able to get 
u good part of their feed from tho 
range. These houses, which hold nhout 
10 lions, are placed from ^00 to 200 
feet apart nnd are moved from placo 
to place us new range la needed. 


When poultry fences are needed, as 


Is the case In keeping poultry in town* 
and cities and Jn some rural HCCIIOIIH, 
as few fences as possible should bo 
erected, ns they Increase the cost of. 
equipment, labor 
and maintenance. 


When very much land Is available tins 
poultry yard can often be kept In nod. 
On good soli this can be done by allow- 
ing 200 to 250 square feet of land per 
bird (217 to 274 birds to the acre) 
while more space is necessary on poor 
or light land. 
A large number of 


fowls are usually kept to the liens 
where double yards are used and th« 
land Is frequently cultivated. 


Plymouth Rocks and the heavy meat 


breeds In small yards require fences 
flve to six feet high, while u fence six 
to seven feet high is necessary for Leg- 
horns. 
The upper two feel, of tin* 


fence for the latter tnuy be Inclined 
inward at an angle of 30 degrees,'or a 
strand or two of barbed wire may 
help keep them confined, while It In 
sometimes necessary to clip the wing 
feathers of oue wing of those birds 
which persist In getting out. 


Posts may be set or driven Into tho 


ground. 
They should be set <-lght to 


ten feet apart with common poultry 
netting, or 10 to 20 tent with woven 
wire. Corner posts should bo about 
eight Inches In diameter, and be wet; 
four feet In the ground, while Interven- 
ing posts may be four or flve Inches In 
diameter and net three feet In tho 
ground. That part of the post which Is 
set In the ground may be charred or 
treated with some wood preservative 
to 
i advantage, 
while corner posts 


should be firmly braced or set In co- 
ment.

It is 'a strange thing that today we 


link this thinking and talking about 
immortality with an intense desire 'to 
laugh, to be amused, to do our 'best 
for those who are going and coming, 
and to lead our lives as though war 
liad not smashed a shell across its 
routine. 


With this spirit the idea of deep 


mourning is not consistent. The world 
has gone through several rapid phases 
on the subject of wearing crepe during 
the last two years. France has been 
the.nation that thought it most decent 
to wear the deepest habiliments of woe 
out of respect to the dead and comfort 
to one's own feelings; but even France 
lias considerably lightened her mourn- 
ing so that her women often do'not 
•wear crepe or even a widow's bonnet. 
: Already the long crepe veil has prac- 
tically disappeared. One sees women 
of ultra-conservative tastes dressed in 


sonaUties; but one speaks of the mass. 


So far, these clothes are for those 


who will wear black, but America must 
be prepared for the wearing of colors 
by those who have lost their men. 


This must be brought about by na- 


tional feeling and by the exigencies of 
the labor situation. ,Wotnen who are 
busy, women who have small salaries, 
women who are dependent upon the 
Red Cross for their support while their 
men are in battle, will not change their 
clothes when they receive the fatal 
message from the war department.
